SIX GET PARDONS. 

Charles Montague, convicted In the 
Norfolk Police Court during his ab- 
Mnce of running a disorderly house. 
w**t wit* five others, pardoned, by Gov- 
ernor Stuart Montague waa sick at 
the Urn* of his trial and did not make 
me appe a r ance in co u r t. — He was sen. 
teoced to ninety days in Jail. Eight 
■ther applications for 1 pardons were 
refused 

The fi-ve other beneficiaries of execu- 
tive clemency are: Constance Brown, 
Prince WHUanr. released to enter the 
National Army; Thomaa Plevina, con 
victed of murder in Smyth county In 
1908, and sentenced to eighteen yearn' 
imprisonment ; N, I. Ennis, fined ISO 
Md sentenced to thirty days in jail 
tor violation of the whiskey law in 
Prince WiHiani; Roy McKenny, Oned 
1100 and sentenced to eight months In 
prison In Winchester. Aaron Under- 
yood, convicted of felonious aaaault m 
Taxewell in July this year, and ten- 
bmoed to on* year in .prison. . 

Pardons were refused for Arthur

General Standards. 

.Belgian hare fanciers of a few years 
ago differed somewhat In opinion* as to 
the proper standard of color for this 
animal. Some aimed at the color of 
the wild English hare— a aamly light 
hrewa. Host American breeders seem 
to have preferred a deeper reddtab 
brawn. In si! other respects the stand- 
ards were the same. The chief re- 
qnhtlte concerning color Is that it shall 
he aa nearly uniform as possible 
throughout the upper surface of the 
nlmsl and that the for shall have a 
rich taster. The "ticking," or shading, 
fhotiMI be wavy rather than dotted. 
Thebefly and the lower surface of tall 
snd hind feet should be whitish but 
not pare white. The neck and breast 
fhoald be somewhat lighter In shade 
t'naa tte back, but not in marked con- 
trast with It, nor should the change In 
chad* be abrupt. 

Bars.— The ears of the mature Bel- 
gian should be about 5 to 5H Inches In 
i'-ngth, varying with the size of the 
animal. They should be well shaped, 
trong at the base, and almost trans- 
parent at the middle. They must not 
be pendulous, but should, when .the 
animal la quiet, be Inclined backward, 
resting straight over the shouldera. A 
narrow black edging at the tip and as 
far down the front and back as pos- 
sible marks the Deadstock. 

Body, — The body of the Belgian la

The Rabbitry. 

The rabbitry may occupy part or all 
of a barn or shed, or be built In a ahel- 
tentl space in the angle between 
buildings or wslls. The Indoor rsb- 
hltry has decided advantages. The 
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not subject to drafts of cold or damp 
air. These may be prevented by venti- 
lator* In the roof, or by a system of 
elbowed pipe* passing, through the 
sides of the building and reaching a 
height of two or three feet above the 
openings. 

Hutches. 

Hutches for the Belgian hare should 
be somewhat larger than those Intend- 
ed for smaller breeds. They should 
he built of good lumber, 'have tight 
floors, and have at least 12 square feet 
ot floor space and a tiefgnt oftwo feet. 
If there Is plenty of room In the rab- 
bitry It Is best to have tm» hutches sep- 
arate; but they are usually set In tiers 
or stacks, two or three In height Each 
hutch In the rank Is complete In Itself, 
so that Its position may be shifted at 
any time. 

A convenient indoor hutch Is one 
by 3 by 2 feet, with s movable parti- 
tion dividing off a third of the apace 
at one end for a nest and sleeping 
chamber. The partition baa a smooth 
hole to permit passage of the animals 
from one part to the other. The front 
of the hutch haa two doors, on* of wire 
netting, the other of wood.

The back 
should be oaly slightly arched, and the 
foretegB and feet Aonld be perfectly 
straight and free from white. 

Age ef Breeding Mack.— The begin* 
aer should always select mature ani- 
mals about a year old. for breeding 
stack, These may be known by the 
brisk, alert look, the small white teeth, 
and the small claws almost hidden In 
the far. Coarse, long claw* are a sure 
indication of age. List less- looking.

to use metal hinges for the doors. The 
partition may slide in a groove be- 
ts, .in the doors or may be put In and 
taken out through one' of the door 
openings. 

O utd oo r hutches should have sloping 
roofs nnil overhanging eaves to protect 
them from rain. The screened door 
should have a sliding cover of wood or 
be fitted with a removable cloth cover. 
Small holes bored near the top of the 
hutch will affota all necessary ventila- 
tion. * 

Xfovahle hutches have soma advan- 
tage*. They may be carried outdoors 
In fine weather and taken back under 
shelter at night or during storms. 
Long, narrow cleats projecting at both 
ends of the hutch are .alt that are 
needed to convert the ordinary botch 
Into a movable one. 

Courts. 

A rabbit court may be paved or 
floored, or It may be a grass court sur- 
rounded by a rabbit-proof fence. Sleep- 
ing hatches Inside the court may be 
small boxes of any sort If they are 
stout and water-proof. They should 
have sliding doors to confine the rab- 
bits if desired, and should also have 
small holes near the top for ventila- 
tion. If a court is used, hutches will 
still be needed for breeding does. 

A rabbit-proof fence to Inclose a 
grass court should be made of heavy 
poultry netting 9 or 6 feet wide and 
of Hi -Inch mesh. The posts, project- 
ing S or 4 feet above the ground, 
should be well set outside the edge of 
the court. The netting Is stapled to 
the posts, leaving a projection of 9 
Inches or more at the top and about 18 
Inches at the ground, to be turned Into 
the "court. The lower edge should be 
covered with 10 or 13 Inches of soil to 
prevent the animals from digging oat 
The apper edge also la turned Inward 
to keep them from dimbing out. 
Brackets at the tops of tha foots maks 
the best support for the overhanging 
netting,, although horizontal pieces of 
wood nailed to the posts will answer.

THEIR FIRST WAR PRISONER. 

American Patrol Wounds and Cap- 
tures German, Who Died. 

With the American Army in Franca 
—The first German prisoner of war 
taken by the American expeditionary 
Torces died Monday In an American 
field hospital, having been shot wlien 
he encountered an American patrol In 
No Man's Land in front of the Amerl 
can trenches. He, with another Ger- 
man, was discovered Saturday night 
by the patrol and was called upon to 
halt The Germans ran; the patrol 
Bred and one of the enemv was hlL 
The prisoner was treated at a dress- 
ing station and removed to a field hos- 
pital, where the combined efforts of 
aaveral surgeons failed to save his life. 

The prisoner was a mail carrier, ind 
letters of soma value were found oa 
him. He explained his presence near 
the American trenches, saying die had 
lost big way In the dark He declared 
that the German soldiers did not know 
that Americana were on the front or 
in France, the officers telling them 

nothing.

j (vv. 5-11). We are taught that tn the 

i midst of aftllctfoa, we should pray. 

Nehemlah In this early time practiced 

this New Testament direction. A 

| study of bis prayer ts moat helpful. 

1. It was earnest <▼. 4). He fasted 
j and prayed for several days. When 

men are willing to desist front food 
and turn aside from their occupation* 
to pray to God, tbey are unmistakably 
In earnest. This Is teue fasting. 

2. The erotiBd of (v. 5). He plead 
covenant relationship and the faith- 
fulness of God In keeping hla covenant. 
It li a good thing always in our pray- 
ing to plead thns with God. He 1* 
dellehted when we come as children 
pleading for the things we need oil 
the basis of our relationship to him. 

3. Unselfish' (r. 8). He has ag his 
supreme objpet the welfare of Israel. 
His personal Interests were not af- 
fected, either for better or for worse, 
by the condition of the Jews In Jeru- 
salem. Slnny prayers do not count 
with God because they are self-cen- 
tered. 

4 Penitent (w. C, 7). He acknowk 
edges that the state of Israel was due 
to disobedience to God's command- 
ments and their corrupt dealings with 
God. So completely had be Identified 
himself with his people that he Includ- 
ed himself with Israel as having 
sinned. 

6. The prayer of faith (rv, 8, 9). 
He believed the word which God had 
spoken to Moses tonchlng his willing- 
ness to restore and bless his people, 
1 though fye was obliged to severely 
Judge them. In our praying, we should 
be able to point to some definite prom- 
ise In God's word, as we plead with 
him. Faith takes God at his word, 
and holds him to It. ' 

6. Definite (vr. 10, 11). 

a. He pointed to the specific people, 
as those redeemed by God/s powerful 
hand. 

b. He asked that God would pros- 
per his way and grant him mercy tn 
the sight; of the king. This was a 
part of wisdom on Neheroiah's part. 
Before going before men for considers, 
tlon of Important Interests, we should 
ask God to prepare their lsearts, so that 
they will listen sympathetically to our 
plea. This we should do in all things, 
and we can do It, when our own hearts 
are right, sj (he good of oth- 
ers and not that of otjrteiTea,

Supply Is Rapidly Being Depleted 

and Serious Conditions Are 

Liable to Develop. 

(By B. W, CLARK, Colorado Agricultur- 
al College. Fort Collins.) 

Save al! the heifer calves and plan 
to raise wore pigs, lambs, colts, calves 
and chickens next yenr than you did 
thla year. Do you know the world is 
being depleted of Its live slock? 

Keep your pigs growing. They 
should weigh 200 poinds at it* 
months of age and they are worth $18 
a hundred now. Ten good pigs are 
worth 1300. 

Give your hogs all tbe alfalfa oi 
clover they will eat winter and sum 
mer. Give them skim milk, whey 
some grain, or anything else you hove 
bat be sure to give them all they can 
eat,* 

Keep the calves growing. Give them 
some groin, separate from milk, and 
all the good h*y •&** cna *"»■ Vm1 
la now worth 10 cents a pound. A good 
veal Is worth $35. 

Feed the lambs well. They are north 
$20 apiece and wool Is worth from ,"ii)c 
to 70c a pound. 

Feed the cows well. Keep them 
milking. Ton may dislike to see them 
eat so much, but please give them nil 
they can eat,all the time. Tbe price 
of milk, butter and cheese Is going out 
of sight. Butter fat may be worth $1 
a pound before long. 

Feed and handle the mares so that 
yoa will snve'all the colts next spring. 
Good horses are worth $75 a head 
more than they were a year ago. A 
good horse is worth $300.

Buffalo, N. Y, President Wilson 
Bade a personal and eloquent appeal 
tn thia city for tbe full support of or- 
ganised labor for the Government in 
the conduct of tb* war.

The President paid wajm tribute to 
Samuel Gompers, president of tbe 
American Federation of Labor, and 
virtuafly called upon Federation to 
give him Tinlted support He de 
nounced pacifist* and critics He ap- 
pealed for co-operation 

Discussing Germany, the Prtaidenl 
declared flatly that Germany had , 

1 the war and that he was will- 
ing to await the verdict of history on 
that statement. 

New instrumentalities for bitter co- 
operation between labor and capital 
was one statement by the President

The President alluded to the pres

Are under arrest ; Immediate peace 
wtth the central powers will be of- 
fered by the extreme radicals Id coq- 
taai Such Is the dispiriting newa that 
comes from the Slav republic, to 
called. Chaos exista there and • long 
contlntled reign of anarchy is the proa- 
pert. 

The only" hopefpl feature of the 
situation Is that, as Ambassador Rakh- 
meteff says, the revolt is a revolt of 
the few against the many. The Min- 
imalists control Petrograd and prob- 
ably the fortress of lironstndt. but 
they have all Russia to reckon with. 
and especially the Cossack-, who have 
bo sympathy with the plan to make a 
separate peace with the central pow- 
ers. M. Bakhmeteff feels sure that 
the majority of the Russians who fol- 
lowed Kerensky are with the provi- 
sions! government heart and soul, un- 
derstand that Russia's freedom can be 
assured only by the defeat of .Germany 
by the allies, and will right to the end. 
The spirit prevailing In Petrograd, be 
asserts,. Is not representative of the 
Russian spirit as a whole. 

Loyal Women Fight the Rebels. 
Of all the armed forces In and aoout 
the capital It appears that the wom- 
an's battalion alone remained loyal to 
the government. It was stationed at 
the winter palace and when tb.it build- 
ing was attacked by the cruiser Au- 
rora and the guns of the fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul, It fought as 
bravely as possible until overwhelmed 
and compelled to surrender. The bat- 
tle lasted four hours and was spec- 
tacular. The rebels brought up ar- 
mored cars to aid in overcoming the 
resistance of the heroic women. There 
was no chance to call other loynl troops 
to Petrograd. for the leaders of the 
workmen's and soldiers' delegates had 
seised the posts and telegraphs. 

The rebel congress was convened 
Wednesday night, the officers elected 
Including Lenine and Leon Trotzky. 
Several proclamations were Issued, 
one of them stating the program of 
the new authority to be: 

"First — The offer of tn Immediate 
democratic peace. 

"Second — The Immediate handing 
over of large proprietorial lands to 
the peasants. 

"Third— The transmission of all au- 
thority to the council of soldiers' and 
workmen's delegates. 

"fourth— The honest convocation of 
a constitutional assembly." 

R is believed In UaadoU that Keren- 
sky will re-establish the provisional 
government In Moscow and that the 
Soviet will not be strong enough to 
hold out long against him. For the 
present, however, (he pro-Germans 
have the upper hand. 

Italians Retreat to the Livenza. 
As had been expected. Count Ca> 
liorna did not attempt to make a long 
stand on the Tagllnmexito river line 
against the on-sweeping Aajatl 
man armies, but fell back 
to the Llvensa. twelve to eighteen 
miles west. -The enemy followed close- 
ly, and the prospect was that the Ital- 
ians would speedily be forced back to 
the Plave, where tbelr main armies 
already were being established. Ca- 



manders already have hinted that they 
will at tuck that city from the air. and 
naval operations against It are more 
than possible In The Immediate future. 
As was said before, the Invasion 
served to bring about a swift uuion of 
all factions, In Italy, and the govern- 
ment, while realising the extreme grav- 
ity of the situation, is confident that 
the enemy will fail to accomplish their 
military object as U ey haVe their po- 
litical object. The I'nllnn armies are 
nsoJnmlnlng order anil discipline nnd 
are cheerful, and the rear guards are 
fighting valiantly to retard the laV 
vnnce of the Teutons. 

As In Russln. formerly, so In Italy, 
the farther the Invaders penetrate, the 
more dangerous becomes their own po- 
sitloq. They are moving away from 
their bases of supply, ami must rebuild 
the lines of communication destroyed 
by the Italians In their retreat. Cn- 
doron. on the other hand, gains the 
protection of rivers larger than the 
Tagllamento, of many canals and of. 
numerous railroad* that are able to 
furnish all the transportation his con- 
tracted front needs. 
British Gain Passchendaele Ridge, 
Sir liouglas Hale's periodical drive 
In Flanders, which is becoming a reg- 
ular weekly feature, accomplished 
most Important results last week, 
when the Canadians succeeded In tak- 
ing the village of I'ass. Iiendaele and 
the ridge of the same name which 
dominates the country to the east.
